' By CHARLEs GRANT, VISCOUNT DE V AUX, 
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H UMANITY, that great charaQeriſtic of the 
Engliſh Nation, had perhaps never been more power- 
fully moved by a more noble object, than by the un- 
happy victims of the French Revolution. — The Nobt- 
lity and Clergy of a great Empire, brought, by their 
loyalty, to the moſt dreadful miſery, muſt certainly 
have a claim to the general admiration and pity.— 

Enmity, or rather prejudice, muſt ceaſe, and all honeſt 
men, muſt be their friends, 

The ſuccours which humanity had raiſed for, and 
given to that reſpectable Body, are exhauſted, at a mo- 
ment when there would be the more need of it.— 
Thoſe who exiſted by theſe ſuccours, muſt want them yet; ; 
many, who had been able to live without, are now 
obliged to ſeek for them, but too late. 

To propoſe raiſing new ſubſcriptions in their favour, 
upon the plan adopted two years ago, would perhaps prove 
unſucceſsful, and but a temporary aſſiſtance. A ſub- 
{cription upon another plan, which would bc as bene- 
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ficial to the Givers, as to the unfortunate Emigrants, 
and which, without being ſo conſiderable as the laſt, 
would, for ever, put them beyond the reach of miſery, 
even if a Counter-Revolution was not to take place in 
France, which is enabling them to get a ſubſiſtence by 
their own labour, would certainly become highly pro- 
ductive to this Country ; a ſubſcription of that kind 
would certainly be attended with ſucceſs. . 

The object is to form ſeveral Colonies of French Emi- 
grants in Canada ;—but, as it is neceſſary to have a 
certain ſum of money in advance, it is propoſed to the 
truly generous and Feeling part of the Engliſh Nation, 
to form a Subſcription, by which the Subſcribers will 
have the double pleaſing advantage, of doing a good 
and noble action, and of reaping the fruits of their 
generofity ;—for each Subſcriber will have upon theſe 
Colonies, a Right of Property, relative to the Sum he ſhall 
have ſubſcribed. 

Subſcriptions are received, for Viſcount Dr V aux, 
at the Bankers and Merchants hereafter mentioned ; 
and for the other Emigrants, by every Banker in 
Town and Country, when the Government will be 
determined on their regard, 

A Subſcription of £.20 will entitle the Giver to a 
right of property, and to receive intereſt ; an accurate 
account will be given of the employment of the money, 

The Subſcribers will have as-a ſecurity, 

The intereſts, according to the Plan ;—or the tenth 
part of all that ſhall be cultivated during the ten 
firſt years. 

The Emigrants and Eccleſiaſtics unable to work, 
can give, to receive ſome particular advances, ſecuri- 
ties upon their properties in France, which, ſooner or 
later, may be returned to them,—Although the pro- 
perty of a great number is in the hands of Jacobins, 
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it is not the caſe with all: Peace, of whatever nature 
it may be, may reſtore their property to them. 

Some of the Emigrants have Poſſeſſions in the Welt 
and Eaſt Indies, &c, &c. CES 

Although it may be difficult to foreſee a Counter- 
Revolution, either near, or complete, one muſt not 
conſider a ſecurity upon the property of the French 
Nobility and Clergy, as an inſignificant object. 

Let that laft hypotheſis be agreed to, either by Go- 
vernment, or ſome Commercial Houſes in England, 
it may offer a very advantageous ſpeculation for the 
Enterpriſers, which will ſtake Little, with a perſpeRtive 
of gaining much, and which will have, as firſt ſecurity, 
the lands cultivated i in Canada, —Theſe lands will ſoon 
be worth more than the ſums advanced :—the means 
of ſecurity and profits will appear more and more, if 
one conſiders, as has already been ſaid, that, a great 
many Emigrants have poſſeſſions in the Indies, and 
that, if ſome of theſe will join in this Plan, they can 
find, upon that credit, ſums to a confiderable amount 

and 3 themſelves proprietors of ſtock. 

The Emigrants who are in that caſe, ought not to 
neglect that opportunity they muſt remember that, 
if fortunes are made rapidly in thoſe Countries, they 
are ſubje& (now particularly) to ſudden revolutions: 
—in Canada, they are more ſecure, if they are not 
ſo rapidly acquired, 

There are ſome Gentlemen (and ſome of the richeſt 
in the French Colonies) whoſe plantations have been 
entirely deſtroyed by this dreadful revolution :—thoſe 
Gentlemen could not certainly find any advantage, 
for a long time to come, in living upon their eſtates.— 
As there are ſome of the firſt commercial houſes in 
London, that furniſh money, and other ſuccours, to 
thoſe in that caſe, upon that ſecurity; - can thoſe Emi. 
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grants do better ( inſtead of conſuming ſuch precious 
reſources, which. are in fact part of their capital) than 
to acquire by them a /id property ?—a property which 
offers to them an aſylum againſt new misfortunes, and 
the means of eſtabliſhing, ſooner or later, an advan- 
tageous trade between theſe two ſpecies of poſſeſſions, 
in Canada, and the Weſt-Indies; and of courſe, the 
option of inhabiting which country they prefer. — 
If the winters are rigorous in North-America, the 
climate is wholeſome, and free from the dreadful 
hurricanes ſo common between the Tropics, where 
the extreme heat endangers the health, and where a day 
often deſtroys the works of ſeveral years, 

One ought to be ſenſible of the advantages which 
will be derived from the Timber Trade, and other 
produce of Canada, when all, or at leaſt the beft 
part of the Weſt-India Iſlands, will belong to England. 
The trade between the United States and theſe {lands 
will be conſiderably abated, if not totally deſtroyed. 

Perhaps the Government would alſo determine to 
give, in favour of this Plan, ſome conceſſions in either 
of the Indies, which, in crediting the Canadianſcheme, 
would be ſufficient to make up part of the expences. 

It ſeems very clear that the advantages, that have 
juſt been ſtated to be the certain ſucceſs of the Eſta- 
bliſhment propoſed, ought to engage the Members of 
the Hudſon Bay, or any other Company, to be at 
the head of this undertaking. —If both countries are 
conſidered under the ſame point of view, it will be 
eaſy to perceive that all is in favour of Canada. Both 
are advantageous for the Fur Trade; but to feel the 
thorough extent of the ſuperiority of the latter, one 
need only read the Book intitled, Adreſſe d toutes les 
Puiſſances, &c. &c, * on Canada; the climate, pro-

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ductions, facilities of commerce, richneſs of the ſoil, 
& c. &c. 

Theſe new Eſtabliſnments will be a favourable cir- 
cumſtance for thoſe who have ſome lands in Canada, 
particularly thoſe who have very large poſſeſſions, 
ſuch as Lord Amherſt, Mr. Edmund Burke, Mr, Pul- 
teney, &c. either by facilitating the ſale of their lands, 
or by the advantages which an eſtabliſhment of that 
kind muſt neceſſarily procure to the whole neigh- 
bourhord. | 

The other benefits which might be added to theſe 
Colonies, would be derived from commerce; end a 
profitable branch might be opened with dt. Domingo. 

The operations already begun in the Weſt-Indies, 
muſt be more and more ſucceſsful, France not being 
able to ſtop the progreſs of the Engliſh, in the Eaſt- 
Indies already conquered, and the Weſt-Indies, which 
cannot but fall into their power, 

This Plan, fo highly intereſting to humanity, as 
it would fave from miſery, deſpair, and death, ſo 
many Loyal Subjects of an unfortunate Monarch 
this Plan, which might one day become ſo productive 
to this Country, muſt certainly ſucceed, if, 

1ſt, The Government of this Country gives and 
directs that of Canada to give the firſt aid. 

2dly, If the object of this Proſpectus is ſulfilled, in 
forming a fund of ſubſcription- money, it would 
for ever put an end to the generous and repeated ſuccours, 
which have, till now, been given to the French E mi- 
grants. 

3dly, If the ſame commercial houſes, which are at 
the head of the affairs of St. Domingo, and other 
Colonies, will conlent to be at the head of this. 


This Plan is highly intereſting to England, 
1ſt, By the very conſiderable increaſe it would make 
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to the population of a Colony, ſo very thinly inhabited, 
conſidering its immenſe extent. 

adly, By the greatneſs of the operation, which would 
not only comprehend the cultivation of the lands, but 
the ſeveral trades of furs, fiſheries, conſtruction of 
certains veſſels, timber, American ſugar, corn, flour, 
pot-aſhes, ſpermaceti, and other oils, &c. &c. 

3dly, By the opening of mines, particularly thoſe 

of iron ; by the glaſs, and other manufactories, which 
might be eſtabliſhed. 
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2000 Guineas would be ſufficient to cultivave 
1000 acres; the clearing and cultivation of each acre 
amounting to about a guinea and half, 1000 would 
come to 1500 guineas; the 500 remaining would be 
employed for the firſt expences. One man can clear 
and cultivate 5 acres in twelve months ; therefore, 
20 men would cultivate the -1000 acres in 10 years. 
But then, one being able to help the other, &c, they 
certainly might do it in 6 or 7 years. 

It would be neceſſary to buy proviſions for the two 
or three firſt years, and to take that ſum out of the 
2000 guineas; but it would ſoon be more than recavered, 
by the yearly increafing income, trade, &c. &c. 

An acre, when cultivated, produces, at leaſt, one 
guinea a year: 1009 will therefore produce 1000 gui- 
neas, or 50 per cent. in landed property, without ſpeaking 
of what might be ſo, by the different trades, manufac- 
tories, &c. The Subſcribers having a right to the 
roth part of that property, would therefore receive 
100 guineas per annum, for 2000, or 5 per cent, in 
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Oxe may perceive that in this Proſpectus, as in 
the reſt of his works, the Viſcount DE Vavux has 
had more at heart the intereſt of the Britiſh Govern-
